Selections From the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society 

While Mr. Newman’s special interest in Missouri tokens and other exonumia is clearly represented in the collection, the breadth of 
surprising and intriguing pieces touches many specialties including Civil War tokens, Civil War patriotics, Civil War merchant tokens, 
Plard Times tokens, U.S. Trade tokens, Betts medals, Early American tokens, U.S. Mint medals, Expositions and Fairs items, So-Called 
dollars, Washingtonia, and miscellaneous pieces - all collected many decades ago. Multiple Mint State examples are included of many 
issues, with off-metal and silver representatives as well. Several new die combinations and varieties have surfaced from the collection. 

The Rev. Dr. James G. K. McClure Collection 

One of the multiple surprises found in the Rev. Dr. James Gore King McClure Collection was the astounding attention to detail in the 
tokens and medals segment of the collection. There is literally something for every exonumia collector, most in high grades. Clearly, Dr. 
McClure was fascinated with tokens and medals and while it may be inaccurate to say all are rare, most are conditionally so with the 
typical grades ranging from MS64 to MS67. 

The Twin Cities Collection of Medals 

Our consignor purchased this memorable collection of medals intact several years ago, although the collection itself was put together 
over a 30+ year span. Primarily U.S. Mint medals, Washingtonia and other areas of medallic interest are included. A few items of note 
include a rare electrotype copy in copper in its original packaging made from the Original Confederate Seal, circa 1872, and the 1858 
William Lewis Herndon Medal S.S. Central America - Captain Went Down With The Ship in MS63 Brown NGC. In all, the collection 
includes 129 medals, most encapsulated in oversized NGC holders.

We call special attention to the Signature® Internet Session, to be held on Monday, June 13, since many of the token and medal lots will 
be part of this fast-paced online session. The Cosmique Collection will make up a large contingent of So-Called dollars in the auction, 
with 130 HK varieties - each carefully assembled with attention to high quality and eye appeal.

BETTS MEDALS 

98001 1726-Dated American Aloe Plant, Betts-110, MS62 Brown 
NGC. Bronze. Engraved by Peter Paul Werner. A representation of 
the agave plant in bloom in the Nuremberg gardens appears on the 
obverse while the reverse consists of texts about the plant depicted. 
Sharply struck chestnut-brown with delicate blue overtones.

980021736 Jernegan’s Cistern Medal, Betts-169, AU58 NGC. Silver. 
Goldsmith Henry Jernegan issued these medals to purchasers of 
tickets for a lottery offering the elaborate silver vase he crafted. 
Antique gray surfaces exhibit gold and iridescent toning on this 
impressive piece with only a trace of high-point rub.

98003(1766) Repeal of the Stamp Act, Betts-515, BHM-100, MS63 
Brown NGC. Silver. Sharply struck and highly attractive, this 
lovely British historical medal exhibits about 20% of its original red 
color on the obverse, with iridescent toning on the chestnut-brown 
reverse.

98004(1775) William Penn, Deeds of Peace, Betts-531, AU55 PCGS. 

Bronze, 40 mm. Obverse: head and shoulders bust of Penn facing 
right. Reverse: Penn with walking stick shakes hands with Native 
American bearing bow and arrow. Obverse signed by Lewis Pingo. 
SETTLED misspelled as SETLED. The medium brown surfaces 
display a smattering of small to moderate marks. ($700-$ 1,400) 

1781 Capture of St. Eustatia Medal, AU58 
Silver, Betts-581, Rare and Important 


980051781 Capture of St. Eustatia, Betts-581, AU58 NGC. Silver. 
This is only the second example of this important silver Betts 
medal that we have handled. The Dutch West Indies island of 
St. Eustatia served as a major supply port for the Americans and 
later the French during the American Revolution, as the British 
blockade severely impacted the ability to transport supplies across 
the Atlantic. The British captured the island in February 1781; 
however, it was taken by the French in November 1781. A few 
handling marks are slight high-point rub appear on the pewter-gray 
surfaces with lovely iridescent toning.

980061781 Netherlands Heroes of Cadiz, Betts-583, MS61 NGC. 

Silver. This medal commemorates the Dutch victory in the battle 
off Cadiz between two Dutch ships, the Den Briel and Castor and 
two British frigates, the Flora and Crescent. The two Dutch captains, 
Gerardus Oorthuys and Pieter Melvill van Carnbee, were considered 
naval heroes upon their return to the Netherlands. A lovely 
pewter-gray example with peripheral slate-gray toning and pale 
blue overtones. Trivial handling marks prevent a higher grade.

Choice XF, Betts-608 


98007 1783 Peace of Versailles, Libertas Americana Betts-608, XF45 
PCGS Secure. White Metal, 41 mm. Luster illuminates the legends 
on this lightly worn and moderately abraded example. The upper 
obverse has a few small spots. The planchet has a small copper plug, 
as made, left of the fallen shield and above the L in the Roman 
date. The LIBERTAS AMERICANA legend is better known on 
another medal of French origin, Betts-615. ($500-$l,000) 

980081783 Peace of Versailles, Libertas Americana, Betts-608, 
AU58 NGC. White Metal. Signed on the obverse by Johann 
Leonhard Oexlein (1715-87), a medallist and gem-engraver in 
Nuremberg. The reflective light gray surfaces exhibit dark patina 
on the devices, with a bright reddish-brown copper insert.

980091783 Peace of Versailles, Libertas Americana, Betts-608, AU58 
NGC. White metal. On the reverse, Louis XVI is depicted seated at 
left, pointing with his left hand toward a shield with thirteen bars that 
a woman, representing Liberty, has just placed on a column between 
them. A freedom cap appears on the top of the column. Semi- 
reflective pewter-gray surfaces host a darkly toned copper insert.

Mount Removed — NGC Details. Unc. White metal. The legends 
on the obverse translate to: American Liberty, By Common Consent, 
with the date in Roman numerals on the obverse as designated in 
the Betts reference. Pleasing pewter-gray surfaces exhibit a small 
copper insert with mounting evidence at the upper obverse.

980111783 Peace of Versailles, Libertas Americana, Betts-608, 
MS62 NGC. White metal. The Peace of Versailles, ending the 
Revolutionary War, was signed on September 3, 1783. This medal 
is closely related to the famous Libertas Americana medal, Betts- 
615, and bears that inscription on the obverse. The reverse bears 
the inscription COMMVNI CONSENSV. This lovely example 
exhibits light gray surfaces with reflective fields and a bright red 
copper insert.

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980121783 Treaty of Paris, Peace of Versailles, Betts-610, BHM- 
255, MS62 NGC. White metal. The obverse legend translates 
as, “Thus concord unites enemies as friends.” The reverse legends 
translate as, “From the clash of arms, the joyful light of peace rises 
again” and “Let there be peace.” Faint champagne toning appears 
on the reflective light gray surfaces of this lovely medal, with a 
deep orange copper insert.

98013 1783 Treaty of Paris, Peace of Versailles, Betts-610, BHM-255, 
MS62 NGC. White metal. The battle scenes appearing at either 
side of the obverse refer to the loss of Port Mahon and the defense 
of Gibraltar. This pleasing example has brilliant light gray surfaces 
with reflective fields and a bright orange copper insert.

980141783 Treaty of Paris, Peace of Versailles, Betts-610, BHM-255, 
MS63 NGC. White metal. The design includes representations 
of Peace shaking hands with America. Various items representing 
Ireland, Great Britain, France, Spain, and the Netherlands also 
appear. Peace is present on the reverse as well, with an olive branch 
in her right hand and a horn of plenty in her left. She is trampling 
on War, lying prostrate below. Fully mirrored pewter-gray surfaces 
exhibit minor planchet irregularities and a bright orange copper 
insert.

98015 1783 Treaty of Versailles, Betts-612, AU55 NGC. Silver. This 
is the official French medal marking the Treaty of Paris, and carries 
significant importance for collectors on both sides of the Atlantic. 
These medals are usually only seen in bronze, and rarely then. This 
lovely piece has antique gray surfaces with slate and iridescent toning. 
The fields are reflective and the overall eye appeal is excellent.

98016 1783 Treaty of Versailles, Betts-612, Silver, AU58 NGC. Silver. 
The two silver examples of Betts-612 in the present sale are the 
first two representatives of this variety that we have handled in 
that composition. Previously, we had offered only two bronze 
examples. The Ford and LaRiviere Collections each had a single 
low-grade silver example. A slightly finer piece appeared in the 
Ted Craige Collection. An impressive pewter-gray example with 
pristine surfaces and attractive iridescent toning.

620, SCH. GM-33, Original Dies, MS63 Brown NGC. Bronze, 
46 mm. A lovely example of this high-relief medal that will appeal 
to Betts medal collectors, Franklin collectors, and anyone with 
an appreciation of American history. This sharply defined piece 
has trivial carbon flecks on its reflective chestnut-brown surfaces.

‘1776’ Washington Before Boston Medal 
Baker-47B, MS62 Brown 
America’s First Medal, From Original Dies 



98018 “1776” Washington Before Boston Medal, Baker-47B, Betts- 
542, Julian MI-lb, MS62 Brown PCGS. Bronze, 68 mm. Struck 
from both original dies following the March 17, 1776 Continental 
Congress authorization, and much scarcer and more desirable as 
such. The M in the Roman date is repunched, and the obverse 
exhibits die chips near the shoulder curl and the E in ADSERTORI. 
The Siege of Boston ended in an important Yankee victory, when 
the British abandoned the city in March 1976. This chocolate- 
brown representative has a nearly full strike, and both sides display 
relatively few and minor marks. One small unobtrusive spot is 
between the chin and the E in LIBERTATIS. ($10,000-$ 14,000) 


98019(1835-1880) Washington Before Boston, Second Restrike, Paris, 
Baker-48G, Betts-543, MS63 Brown NGC. Bronze, 69 mm. 
Struck from the original obverse die and a copy reverse die. The 
encapsulation does not allow examination of the edge to identify 
any Paris Mint markings. The obverse exhibits several fairly large 
die lumps, as made and seen on all Paris Mint strikings of the era. 
A semiprooflike chocolate-brown medal with iridescent olive-gold 
and powder-blue borders. With square cardboard box. The box has 
a couple of tears.

980201776 Washington Before Boston Medal, Baker-49 Variety — 
Tooled — PCGS Genuine. Unc. Details. 68 mm. Incorrectly 
designated by PCGS as HK-756. When, and by whom, this medal 
was struck is unclear. The layout of the reverse exergue legend 
does not correspond to the original dies or any of the first five 
restrikes listed in Rulau. The edge is concealed by the holder, 
which obscures any Paris Mint hallmark. Nonetheless, it is a well- 
made high relief mahogany-brown example with a full strike and 
intricate definition. The obverse field is extensively smoothed, but 
the reverse is undisturbed and pleasing. ($750-$ 1,500) 

98021(1890-1910) Washington Before Boston, Fourth Restrike, 
Philadelphia, Baker-49B, MS64 Brown NGC. Bronze, 68 mm. 
Rulau describes Baker-49B as “dark bronze” to differentiate it 
from Baker-49C, “yellow bronze.” The color of the present medal 
is mahogany-brown. Repunching on the D in ADSERTORI, and 
irregular spacing within RECUPERATUM, combine to confirm 
the late 19th century U.S. Mint restrike dies. Well struck and 
pleasing despite minor imperfections on the upper right obverse 
field. With square cardboard box in good condition.

98022 1789-Dated George Washington Twigg Medal, Baker-65F Cast 
Copy, MS62 NGC. 36 mm. Likely an early 19th century cast copy 
of the famous George Washington Medal by Twigg. The original 
was said to be engraved from a life portrait by one-time Mint 
engraver Joseph Wright. Twigg remains unidentified. This cast 
copy has pewter surfaces with champagne toning and splashes of 
dark brown patina.

98023 1797-Dated (1859-1870s) Sansom Medal, Julian PR-1, Baker- 
72A, PR64 Brown NGC. Bronze. By John Reich for Joseph 
Sansom. This is the later 19th century restrike of the famous 
medal with a normal 9 in the date, showing no signs of recutting. 
The detail is boldly defined with reflective fields under olive and 
chestnut patina. Baker reports that 308 pieces were produced.

98024(1859) Sansom Medal, Baker-72A, Julian-PR-lb, PR64 NGC. 

Red bronze, 40.8 mm. A fully struck and flashy Choice proof. We 
note a pair of small contact marks on the right obverse field. Baker- 
70, 71, and 72 are similar but can be distinguished by the layout of 
the legends. ($700-$ 1,200) 

98025 1797-Dated (1859-1870s) Sansom Medal, Julian PR-1, Baker- 
72 A, PR65 [Brown] NGC. Bronze. The Plain 9 in the date 
indicates that this example was struck from the circa 1860s 
replacement dies. The lovely mahogany surfaces exhibit faint field 
reflectivity on this pristine example.

980261800 Hero of Freedom, Baker-79C, VG8 NGC. Fire-gilt 
bronze, plain edge, 38 mm. Small hole inside the rim at 12 o’clock. 
Protected areas of the fields exhibit yellow gilt. The open fields 
and high points are deep chocolate-brown. Issued to honor the late 
former President after his death. ($250-$500) 

98027(1883) Si Quaeris Monumentum Circumspice, Baker-96A, 
MS64 Brown NGC. Copper, 64 mm. The perplexing legend 
translates from Latin as “if you require a monument, look about 
you.” Charles Cushing Wright engraved the obverse die, and nearly 
30 years after his 1854 death, it was paired with a new 13 links 
reverse to strike this rare issue. Rulau describes Baker-96A as 
copper, although red bronze may be a more accurate assessment. 
Exceptionally nice for the third party grade. ($350-$700) 


98028 1799 Victor Sine Clade Funeral Medal, Baker-164A — Damaged 
— NGC Details. VF. Lead, 56 mm. Engraver Jacob Perkins is well 
known for his 29 mm Washington Funeral medals. The large 
format version allows a more complex reverse allegorical motif 
representing the nation’s sorrow. This soft alloy example displays 
numerous small roundish marks on both sides. The obverse displays 
several thin scratches, made during an idle hour long ago. ($1,000- 
$ 2 , 000 ) 

98029 (C. 1860) Lovett’s Washington Headquarters Series. Baker- 
194A. This set of 10 NGC-Certified bronze medalets depicts 10 
different headquarters locations that Washington utilized during 
the Revolutionary War. This set features the second obverse, 
exhibiting Washington’s bust, facing left, inside a border of stars. 
Included: Chad’s Ford MS64 Brown; Dobb’s Ferry MS64 Red and 
Brown; Harlem MS64 Brown; Morristown MS64 Red and Brown; 
Newburg MS64 Red and Brown; Sufferns MS64 Brown; Tappan 
MS64 Brown; Valley Forge MS64 Brown; Whitemarsh MS64 Red 
and Brown; and White Plains MS65 Red and Brown.

98030(1864) Letter to Hamilton, Baker-257A, DeWitt-AW-1864-3, 
Musante JAB-11, MS64 Brown NGC. Bronze, 59 mm. DeWitt 
regarded this variety as an anti-war medal. He states that J.A. 
Bolen engraved the dies for Dr. F.S. Edwards of New York, who 
struck a total of 29 pieces, of which ten were copper. A sharply 
struck golden-brown and medium brown example with minor 
obverse hairlines. ($l,000-$2,000 

98031(1864) Letter to Hamilton, Baker-25 7B, DeWitt-AW-1864-3, 
Musante JAB-11, MS61 NGC. White metal, 59 mm. A well 

struck and brilliant piece. We note a small spot above Washington’s 
ear, and a few small to noticeable marks on the reverse. Struck from 
moderately rusted dies. In recent years, J.A. Bolen medals have 
emerged as an important speciality, due to the influence of the 
2002 Neil Musante reference. ($700-$ 1,400) 

980321883 Statue in Wall Street, American Numismatic Society, 
Baker-S-319, MS64 Brown NGC. Bronze, 57 mm. A satiny red 
bronze near-Gem. Devoid of hairlines, and contact is limited to 
the obverse rim at 7 and 10 o’clock, and on the top left base of the 
statue. ($300-$600) 

980331853 Washington Crystal Palace Medal, Baker-361A, MS63 
Brown NGC. By Alexander Morin and Anthony Paquet. Bronze, 
52 mm. This intricately detailed dark brown medal has prooflike 
fields and reflective devices.

980341876 Smith & Horst International Exhibition, Baker-423, 
MS63 Prooflike NGC. White metal, 64 mm. F.B. Smith & Horst, 
New York, were the makers of this Centennial Exposition variety. 
This precisely struck, untoned, and nicely mirrored Washington 
medal is limited in grade only by delicate obverse field hairlines.

98035(1889) Washington Inauguration Centennial, Douglas 7-A, 
MS63 Prooflike NGC. By G.H. Lovett. White metal, 52 mm. A 
brilliant light gray example with fully mirrored fields. An attractive 
example.

98036 George Washington Large Oval Drawer Pull. Brass, 2.75 x 3.25”. 
48.7 gm. Pull intact. Likely produced during the early 19th century.

GENERAL and WASHINGTON bookends the 
portrait in a recessed oval ribbed field. ($300-$500) 
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U.S. PRESIDENTS & STATESMEN 

980371859 John Brown Anti-Slavery Token, Dewitt SL-1859-1, 
MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Copper. The obverse of this Gem 
exhibits prooflike fields with considerable red mint color that is 
beginning to fade to light bluish-brown. The satiny reverse displays 
vibrant teal toning on light brown surfaces.

980381844 Henry Clay Campaign Medal, Dewitt HC-1844-6, MS62 
NGC. White metal, 40 mm. Unlike most surviving examples, this 
one is holed for suspension at 12 o’clock. The high relief medal 
by Leonard features Henry Clay facing left with the date, 1844, 
below. The reverse depicts industry and shipping. The brilliant 
light gray surfaces are reflective and lightly toned.

980391861 Jefferson Davis, Death to Traitors, DeWitt-C-1861-13, 
MS63 PCGS. Silver-plated brass, plain edge, 25 mm. The fictional 
hanging of Davis is reminiscent of the “End of Pain” Conder token 
series, which exhibited similar wishful thinking toward its subject, 
Thomas Paine. Well struck and satiny with exemplary surfaces. 
($ 2 , 000 -$ 4 , 000 ) 

980401861 Confederate Medalet, Jefferson Davis, DeWitt C-1861-13, 
AU53 NGC. Traces of silvering remain on the brass surfaces, with 
dark steel toning splashes on the greenish-yellow surfaces.

98041 1861 Confederate Medalet, Jefferson Davis, DeWitt C-1861-13, 
MS61 NGC. Considerable silvering remains on the underlying 
brass surfaces of this important Confederate piece.

An outstanding white 
metal example of the scarce 1860 campaign piece, recommending 
that the Democrat, Stephen A. Douglas, be elected the 16th 
President of the United States. This piece has a few faint hairlines 
and contact marks in its deeply mirrored fields.

The obverse of this beautiful medal 
is mostly brilliant red, showing very slight mellowing and hints of 
iridescent toning. The reverse is emerald and brown with traces of 
deeply faded red mint color. An exceptional near-Gem.

Varieties exist in white 
metal as offered here, and in brass as offered next. The white metal 
version is seen more frequently, although both are rare in high 
grades such as this.

Reportedly Made Circa 1872 



98212 (c. 1872) The Great Seal of the Confederate States of America, 
Copper Electrotype Copy, With Case. 93 mm. The original Great 
Seal of the Confederate States of America was designed by Joseph 
S. Wyon in London, England for Confederate commissioner James 
M. Mason, who represented the Confederate interests in England 
during the Civil War. The original striking was in silver, but it was 
“lost” (smuggled out) in the evacuation of the Confederate capitol at 
Richmond, VA when it fell to Union soldiers in August, 1864. The 
original seal later came into the possession of Col. John T. Pickett, 
who had electrotype copies made in copper, silver, and gold. The 
design depicts a central equestrian image of George Washington 
surrounded by an ornate wreath of cotton, tobacco, wheat, and 
corn, with the legend THE CONFEDERATE STATES OF 
AMERICA: 22 FEBRUARY 1962 ★ DEO VINDICE ★ around. 

The copper electrotype shell is housed in a velvet-lined leather 
case, presented under glass in a brass bezel. The case is included as 
part of this lot, showing moderate wear, with the leather partially 
loose on the bottom and worn elsewhere. The interior velvet is 
slightly faded but in good condition. The clasp works perfectly. It 
is estimated that no more than 20 such electrotype medals exist, 
although far fewer have been traced. The present medallic shell is 
pristine and essentially flawless. The exact year of reproduction is 
thought to be 1872. A previous appearance of one of these medals 
in the Bowers & Ruddy Garrett Collection auction quotes an 1874 
letter from the firm J.S. & A.B. Wyon, Chief Engravers of Her 
Majesties Seals, verifying the electrotype copies were made from 
the Original Seal.

There are 32 different combinations listed in the third edition of 
the Fuld reference, and the present piece is a unique 33rd example, 
the reverse die never before associated with the Alabama obverse. 
Every one of the 33 die combinations now known are listed as 
R.8, R.9, or R.10. These Alabama tokens are rarities in the Civil 
War token series. Three of the combinations are known in copper- 
nickel, and each of the three is unique. 

An accounting of the individual rarity ratings suggests a total 
population of Alabama Civil War store cards falls in the range of 
100 to 200 pieces. Prior to this discovery, only two combinations 
had an Indian Head reverse, utilizing dies 1047 (dated 1864) and 
1069 (Prairie Flower). This Choice Mint State piece uses reverse 
die 1018.

THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A 
REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ’’Minimum Bids” are generally posted online several 
days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed by a consignor on his Property 
on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the ’’Minimum Bid” for an 
Auction have been posted, we will require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium and Seller’s 
Commissions on such lot. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, 
the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher.
